Father Brennan gazed at the stranger 
of the sky through his six-inch tele- 
scope. A magnifying power of 214 di- 
amters was used. Néver before has the 
great comet been geen except in the 
largest ‘observatories of the world! 

Father Brennan’ says that on Jan. 15 
the comet may be seen more plainly 
and will be 1 degree 10 minutes south of 
Mars. /On. Jan. 28 it will be in conjunc- 
tion with Saturn, he says, and will be 
3 degrees 38 minutes north of that 
planet.

In its technical aspects the first-de- 
gree murder cases against Dr. Loren 
B. Doxey and his wife, Dora, closéy 
resembles that against Roland B. Mol- 
ineaux of New York, ene of the most 
celebrated in the criminal annals of 
New York. In the Doxey case, as in 
the Molineaux case, expert testimony 
on handwriting will play an important 
part, and it will ‘De necessary to show 
a knowledge of poisonous drugs, as was 
done in the case against Molineaux, 
who was a chemist, . 

' The indictments are tobe returned 
Saturday. 

The evidence in both casé@s is circum- 
stantial. In poison cases it is not 
necessary to prove & motive. It is 
enough to ‘shew that the poison was 
purchased and was administered. by the 
acctised person, In the Molitieaux case 
ho..motive was conclusively established. 
but in the Doxey case it will be con- 
terided that Dr. Doxey and his. wife con- 
spired to kill William J..Erder, whom 
she had bigamously married, to get $3200 
insurance on his life. 

Both Kuew of Drugs. 


The State will rely upon the fact that 
Doxey is a physician and that his wife 
posed as a trained’ nurse to show that 


both knew of the action of poisonous}. 


drugs and how to administer them. lt 
will be necessary to show, as in the 
Molineaux case, that the poison caused 
death, and the phraseology of the 
Doxey indictments is sasu to follow the 
Molineaux indictment closely in this re- 
spect, containing five counts. 

In the Molineaux case ‘it was charged 
that Molineaux sent Harry S. Cornish 
cyanide of mercury with a view to kill- 
ing him, and that Cornish unwittingly 
gave it as headache medicine to Mrs. 
K. J... Adams, with whom-he boarded; 
and the indictment set forth in other 
counts that the poison caused death; 
that the poison with other compounds 
caused death, and that the poison with 
other compounds caused distemper 
Which caused death. |
